scribing  to  the  Judgment  of  Thomas  Carlyle, 
who  clmrnrlerizeri  the  pre<'-  as  the  Fourth  E.s- 
late  of  the  realm.  It  U more  inclined  to  agree 
with  Richard  Brinsley  Sheridan  when  he  .said 
"The  newspapers.  Sir.  they  are  the  most  vlllan- 
ou^.  Hcentlous.  abominable,  infernal-  Not  that 
I ever  read  them  No.  I make  it  a rule  never  to 
look  mlo  a newspaper  ' Sherldon.  perhaps  like 
some  of  the  Cabinet  Ministers  at  Ottawa, 
founded  his  crlUcum  on  avowed  ignorance.  He 
had  lived  In  days  somewhat  early  in  the  history 
of  new.spaperdom.  Nearly  a century  later,  a 
fellow  Irishman,  almost  if  not  quite  as  witty  os 
the  author  oI  "The  School  for  Scandal,"  said 
that  "In  America  the  President  reigns  for  four 
years,  and  Journali.sm  governs  for  ever  and 
ever  ” 

The  Oovernment  ha.s  irked  (he  press  in  the 
course  of  U»e  present  war  hy  absurd  rules  of  cen- 
sor.ship.  some  puerile  In  their  conception,  while 
at  the  same  time  il  has  poured  forth  a volume 
of  political  propaganda  much  of  which  the  press, 
because  of  lnf»>rmntion  In  Its  pas.se.«lon,  has 
refu-ied  to  believe,  and.  consequently  refused  lu 
print  That  is  the  thorn  in  the  flesh  of  a parly 
gov'-rnment,  that  it  cannot  u>e  its  censorship, 
plus  Its  trumpet  bla.sU  about  its  own  deeds,  to 
stifle  all  criticism  of  Its  acts  and  purposes.
